SUBJECT : Meeting with Judge Clark, 
17 November 1982 


1. We seem to be in a period of significant and varied 
activity which has resulted in a number of issues being suggested 
for your agenda, I believe they are all worth touching on 
if you have time to do so. 


2. The following items have been proposed for your 
discussion: 


Andropov/USSR. The more we learn about Andropov's 
initiatives as the new General Secretary, the 

more interesting it becomes to speculate what 
initiatives the Soviets are likely to take in 

the next few months to a year. Things will be 
somewhat clearer following next week's Plenum, 

but you may wish to discuss some preliminary 
thoughts with Judge Clark. Included for your 
reference are some recent cables, as well as the 
just published SOVA memo on "The Immediate Post- 
Brezhnev Policy Agenda", Included also is the 
September paper on Andropov who comes across as 

a shrewed, sophisticated_and determined individual. 
I was just talking with who is 
thinking of producing a NIC memo which would 
attempt to forwarn the policy community of what 
could be a new Soviet effort to take the initiative 
and high-ground_in_a number of international 
situations. y the way, would appreciate 
your feedback on whether you think that would be 

a useful exercise.

material for Thursday's NSC meeting and you will 
have received[__——SiJ:~«zbriefing on the MX 
proposal. You may wish, therefore, to share 
some preliminary thoughts with Judge Clark. 


FY 84 Budget. You may wish to pass on to Clark 
the results of yesterday's SIG(I) meeting, 
expecially the efforts made to beef up our 
counterintelligence activities. 


Central America. You have indicated that you 
wish to raise two points with Clark. 


-- Ambassador Negroponte's report of Honduran 
distress over President Reagan's plans thus 
far not to visit Honduras. 
-- Activities of Eden Pastora. 
In addition, you may wish to brief Clark on the 
conclusions reached by the Intelligence Communit 
with regard to the Cuban Policy Review. a 
has provided you a summary of those findings.

-- Chancellor Kohl. Apparently Clark was in on the 
meetings with Kohl this week. You may wish to 
ask if there is anything of particular note 
from those meetings. 


History of Sanctions. Bob Gates asks that you 
find out from Clark whether he has any objections 
to our going ahead to publish this study, a 

copy of which you gave to Clark several weeks ago.
